ating duplication and unnecessary reports, and curtailing excessive 
distribution. The composition, functions, and procedure of the Committee 
are defined herein.

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5* The functions of the Publications Be view Committee shall be to: 
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S*rri m all Intelligence publications of the Office of InteHI- 
gence Coordination and Liaison, Military Intelligence (Department , Office 
of Naval Intelligence, and Assistant Chief, Air Staff, Intelligence, 
originating within the continental United States containing acre than 5,000 
words and/or 20 illustrations, charts, etc., and with a proposed circulation 
of more than 100 copies, with a view to: 

(1) Approving those papers proposed for initial publication!

(a) Those papers for joint publication;
